teftant religion (which is their chiefe deſigne) the lawes of the Land, 
8 of Parliament, and the liberty of the Subjects. The 
id Lords and Commons doe declare, that they hold it a thing moſt 
fit, and neceflary for the preſent ſtate of this Kingdome. And for the

deſtroy as enemies to the Kingdome, and to performe all things elſe 
-acedfull for the preſervation of the ſafety, and peace of the aid Cities 
and Counties and parts adjacent, obſerving from time to time ſuch o- 
ther directions, and commands, as they ſhall receive from both Hou- 
ſes of Parliament, or from the Earle of Eſſex Lord Generall, and that 
the ſaid perſons, and other the inhabitants for ſo doing ſhall be layed 
and kept harmeleſſe by the power and amthoricy,of Parliament. And 
the ſaid Lords and Commons takeing into their ſerious conſideration 
the neceſſity of appointing a Commander in chiefe, over the forces 
which are, or 6 be raiſed in the Cities and Counties aforeſaid, or 
any of them for the ſervice aforeſaid, in regard that by particular 
Commiſſions already granted to perſons in the ſaid ſeverall Counties, 
there was no power given to lead forces out ot their owhe Counties, 
It is ordered E. ordeined that the Lord Generall, the E. of Eſſex hall 
be deſired to grant a Commiſſion to Robert Lord Brooke co commaad in

Cities, and Counties, and parts adjacent, and to have power to lead, 
command, and carry the ſame to ſuch places within the ſaid Cities aud 
Counties and parts adjacent, as he ſhall thinle fit for the defence 
thereof, And likewiſe power to gtve the ſame order and inſtructioꝑs 
in his ſaid Excellenci s abſence, ter regulating the ſouldiers, which 
are or ſhall be under his command, as his {aid Excellency hath given to 
his Army, and to uſe martiall law, to compell obedience thereunto, 
as occaſion ſhall r-quire.
